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This is a decision on the "PETITION UNDER 37 C.F.R. § 1.181," 
filed on September 9, 2005, which is treated as a petition to 
withdraw the holding of abandonment. 

The Office apologizes for the delay in responding to the petition 
and regrets any inconvenience to petitioner. 

The petition is GRANTED . 

The application was held abandoned for failure to timely supply 
Page 12 of the application in response to the Notice to File 
Corrected Application Papers Notice of Allowance Mailed mailed on 
May 2, 2003, which set a thirty (30) day shortened period for 
reply. Notice of Abandonment was mailed on September 24, 2003. 

Petitioner asserts that a proper and timely reply in the form of 
a copy of Page 12 was filed on June 2, 2003.

As June 1, 2003, fell on a 
Sunday, however, the reply filed on Monday, June 2, 2003, is considered timely filed. 
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Therefore, the showing of record is that a response was timely 
filed, and there is no abandonment in fact. 
The holding of abandonment is withdrawn , and the Notice of 
Abandonment is vacated .
